HAWAII. 


Incredible as it may seem, it in stated 


MI an absolute fact that the Adminis- 
tration has changei its attitude on the 
Hawaiian question and is now in favor 
of establishing a protectorate over the 
islands. All the correspondence be- 
tween the State Department and Min- 
ister Willis, the instructions to Envoy 
Extraordinary Blount and all other 
papers bearing on the subject are to be 
made public and the matter will be 
turned over to Congress to disperse of 
As it may see fit. 


This shows a complete change of 


policy on the part of the State Depart- 
ment It was alleged at first by Sec- 
retary Gresham that the subversion of 
the monarchy was cat sed by intimida- 
tion on the part of the United States 
navy, Marines were landed from the 
warship Boston and marched in battle 
array through the streets of Honolulu 
to the Queen's palace, near which they 
were encamped. The Qneen, fearing 
violence and believing that the revolu- 
tionists would be ."'^pported by the 
United States milit 
„• forces, surren- 


dered and the Provisional Government 
assumed direction of p:blic affairs. 
The Administration at Washington, 
believing that the success of the revo- 
lutionists was due in a great measure 
to the presence of United States ma- 
rines, desired to restore the Queen and, 
so far as possible, reestablish the rela- 
tions wbich existed at the time of the 
landing of the marines That would 
have been fair, to say the least, had it 
been conclusively shown that the 
United Staler troops participated in 
the revolution, or were in any way in- 
strumental in overthrowing the Gov- 
ernment. That was not proved, how- 
ever, though it was shown that the 
marines were encamped nearer the 
palace or government house than was 
necessary for the protection of the 
lives or property of American citizens. 
However that may be, the Administra- 
tion at Washington recognized the 
Provisional Government at Honolulu 
and sent an accredited Minister to that 
Government. • That Minister, as has 
been shown, was instrucied to negoti- 
ate for the restoration of the Queen on 
condition that the members of the 
Provisional Government aud all the 
revolutionists should 
be ainnested. 


That seeme J wrong and implied treach- 
ery on the part of the United States in 
Bending a Miuister to a Government 
vritn instructions to negotiate for the 
overthrow of that Government. 


Now it appeara that the United States 


forces were not used to dethrone or 
restore the Queen; that the Provisional 
Government has maintained its su- 
premacy for a year; that its authority 
Is recognized throughout the islands, 
and that it desires the protection of 
thn United States, if the islands are 
not H-ar^xed to the United States. It 
hasnUo I e«n ascertained that public 
sentiment in the United Sit at as is in 
favor of the Provisional Government 
aud a i-rotectorate, with a view to an 
nexatiou at some future time. Under 
such circumstances. Congress cannot 
do less than declare the islands to be 
under the protection of this Govern- 
ment, and warn European nations that 
interference on their part with the do- 
mestic affairs of the islands will not be 
permitted. Such an act will restore 
confidence at Honolulu and satisfy a

the list of titled scabs. How painfully 
and humilatingly is their longing for 
imortality evidenced, when we see our 
millionaires scurrying over Europe, 
hoping to find some contemptible, vil- 
lainous, shabby-genteel, wheezy old 
blokes with titles to their names, upon 
whom they are willing to bestow their 
millions of dollars if they will accept

! The Verdi Mill Company Found 
1893 


One of the Best Business Years in Its 
History. 


In spite of the prevailing dullness of 


business everywhere, the year just 
closed has been one of the most pros- 
perous in the history of the Verdi Mill 
Company. 
The balance sheet of the 


company for the year just closed shows 
a total increased sales over that of 1892 
of about $20,000. The officers of the 
company are O. Lonkey, President, and 
J. F. Condon, Manager and Secretary, 
who with C. C. Powning constitute a 
Board of Trustees. 


The company's works are located 


about half a mile west of Verdi on the 
Truckee river. The mill is run by 
water power. It is 220 feet lojg, 100 
feet wide and two stories high, and is 
divided into two departments, one for 
the manufacture of sash, doors and 
blinds, dressed lumber, moulding, turn • 
ings, etc., for which nearly thirty differ- 
ent machines are used, such as planers, 
stickers, rip and cut-off saws, tenoners, 
mortises, relibhers, borers, sanders, 
panel machines, dadoes, band and jig 
saws, turning lathes, shapers, etc. The 
box department is located at the north 
end of the mill and is provided with the 
following machines: One "gang edger, 
having a capacity of 80,000 feet per day; 
one large double surface planer of a 
like capacity; four cut-off 
circular 


saws and tables, capacity 10,000 feet 
each per day; one circular 
resaw, 


capacity 7,000 orange boxes per day; 
one large band saw, capacity ninety 
feet per minute; two circular piece 
saws; two boring machines; one print- 
ing press for printing the ends of 
boxes. 


The whole i« fitted up with a system 


of blow pipes and blowers so that shav- 
ings are taken up from the machines 
and forced through a conductor 250 
feet away, where they are burned in an 
automatic furnace. 


The company employ from forty to 


sixty men the year around, and Cat 
from 7,000,000 to 10,000,000 feet of lum- 
ber into boxes annualiy, besides the 
clear and common lumber that they 
ship away for building purposes. 


The company find a ready market for 


their boxes, lumber, mouldings, doors, 
sashes, etc., all over the Coast and as 
far east as Denver.
